OTHER ONE ESCAPES CAPTURE 


Describe Conditions 
in Gallipoli Peninsula 


BY WILBUR S. FORREST 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 


London, Sept. 20 (By Mail)— Even 
the dark silent past fails to escape 
the ravages of war on Gallipoli pen­ 
insula, writes a French surgeon to 
his English wife, describing shell- 
havoc on. the 
ancient 
sarcophagi 
within sight of Achl Baba. 
He said: 
“A huge ‘210’ shell lias just fallen 
in front of a sepulchre, shut twenty 
centuries ago. 
The stone door burst 
open, revealing a room in which one 
could live, constructed 
with 
great 
regularity and lined with perfectly 
cut stones. 
Only a few bones were 
inside and they had turned to dust. 
“ While digging close by. two enor­ 
mous earthen jars were found. 
They 
had been set side by side. 
One is 
broken and 
the other intact. 
In 
each jar is a skull and the remnants 
of a skeleton. 
Man and wife! They 
have slept together for twenty cen­ 
turies. 
W hat profanation! 
What a 
crime to have interrupted a design 
which promised to be Immortal.” 
A subsequent letter, received with 
the first, adds: 
“The bravest man in the whole 
regiment, Adjutant (J 
—- was killed 
this morning. 
He was watching the 
Turkish soldiers, in their trenches, 
through his field glasses, at a loop­ 
hole in the first line. 
They were 
only 
200 metres away. 
A bullet 
passed through the loophole killing 
him instantly. 
It was he who was 
decorated on June 
I 
by 
General 
Gourami for having killed six Turks 
with his own hand and capturing a 
machine gun.’ 
“ The body of G 
Ii ad been left 
in a corner of MorLo cemetery. 
I 
w ent myself to superintend Ilia digg­ 
ing of the grave. 
Nobody was there 
to render a last homage or fire a 
salute. 
The regiment was too much 
occupied and too far away. 
So I 
asked for volunteers close by. Men 
came from the kitchens, from the 
machine gun section and from the a r ­ 
tillery. 
Their uniforms were dirty 
their guns rusty. 
A sergeant of the 
Territorials gave the traditional com­ 
mands. 
The little cemetery was not 
badly done.” 
“The season is rapidly changing", 
adds the surgeon. 
“ The Gallipoli 
sky, which was always a limpid blue 
and virgin of the smallest cloud, has 
been quite changed for the past ten 
days. 
It is going to rain and it will 
then turn cold. 
We are thinking of 
winter, and have begun to prepare 
winter quarters.”

lice after they had engaged in a wild 
night maraud that took them half 
way across the Htate. 
It is thought they are the mon who 
held up and robbed the St. Paul road 
Olympian train 
at 
Glencoe Sundav 
night and who robbed another St. 
Paul road train in Washington about 
a week ago. 
In the course of their plundering ex­ 
cursion they fought pistol battles with 
the police of two places and at one 
place robbed 
the officers of 
guns, 
money and ( lollies. 
Since the robbery in the West men 
whose descriptions have been strange­ 
ly similar have left a trail of robber­ 
ies across the country. 
Gun play has 
figured in many of the crimes. 
The first appearance of the two out­ 
laws together was ut New Lisbon. 
They boarded the caboose of a St. 
Paul road freight train and held up 
Conductor Michael Kell, Brakeman J. 
J. Murphy and O scar Hagen. The vic­ 
tims were stripped of money, watches 
aud clothes.

GREECE PLAYING TWO SIDES AGAINST EACH OTHER 


By J. W. T. Mason, for United Press 


Greece, in typical Balkan fashion, has been trying to play two 
sid es against each other and has brought about an 
unexpected 
crisis in southeastern Europe t h a t may have a serious effect on 
the future fortunes of Hellenism. 
The ministerial crisis at Athens is undoubtedly due to the 
landing of allied troops on Greek soil for operations against Bul­ 
garia. 
The Greek government wanted this military reinforcement 
to he at hand in case Bulgaria attacked Greece; but the govern­ 
ing nt didn’t want to give formal consent to the presence of foreign 
troops so that Greek neutrality would not be compromised lf Bul­ 
garia kept the peace. 
So, apparently, a technical protest was 
made against the allied landing, while at the same time Greek 
officers seem to have either privately or publicly assisted at the 
disembarkation. 
This equivocal attitude was unquestionably approved by Premier 
Venizelos. 
His action would be a proper course from the stand­ 
point of se]f preservation, of the 
Greek nation 
were a unit in 
supporting the present ministry. 
But King Constantine believes 
there Is a serious division of public opinion concerning the matter 
and this active opposition has compelled Venizelos to resign. Con­ 
stantine’s duty now is to find a premier who can 
command a 
majority of the votes in parliament. 
If lie is unable to do this and 
if he still persists in thwarting M. Venizelos, then the situation 
will change and the king must be considered a revolutionist, try ­ 
ing to overthrow the Greek constitution. 
M. Venizelos Is the leader of pan-Hellenic who wants to see the 
glories of ancient Greece restored. 
In particular he wants to 
annex to Greece the coast of Asia Minor, which was once Greek 
In population and culture. 
This Is the reward he hopes to gain 
from the Altos. 
But, there is a strong party in Greece that be­ 
lieves Greece could not hold the Asia Minor coast because of the 
l a r g e garrisons that would be necessary to keep the Turks In sub­ 
jection. 
The majority of the Greek general staff is said to be of 
this opinion. 
No certainty exists, therefore, that M. 
Venizelos can domin­ 
ate the present situation.
